Is Approved 


Compromise Bill 
Restores Previous 
Cut of $5.4 Million 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The $2 
—Ilion state appropriations bill— 
with $5.4 million restored from 
previous cuts—is on its way to the 
governor. 
Relieved state lawmakers are 
turning their attention to bills that 
stand between them and final ad­ 
journment. But it’s increasingly 
doubtful they can finish the job 
before next week. 
The House gave final approval, 
almost strictly along party lines, 
to the budget hill late Thursday 
night by a 75-47 margin. The Sen­ 
ate stayed in session until after 
midnight, finally giving its ap 
proval by a 20-17 vote. 
Both houses were voting on the 
reoort of a conference committee 
—three senators, three represent­ 
atives—which sought to reconcile 
Senate and House versions of the 
budget bill. 
The m e a s u r e provides the 
money to run state government 
from now' until June 30, 1963. The 
House trimmed about $26.1 million 
before passing the bill originally; 
the Senate $16.7 more. 
As finally 
approved by both 
houses, the total is $2,030,826,370, 
a decrease of $37 million from the 
governor’s 
suggested 
minimum 
budget. Gov. Michael V. DiSalle, 
a Democrat, made one higher bud­ 
get suggestion earlier, but Repub­ 
licans, wN) control both houses of 
the legislature, refused to consider 
it, saying it was $75 million out of 
line. 
But Sen. William H. Deddens, 
R-Hamilton, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee, warned 
that 
increased 
rates 
of 
state 
spending could result in an “ in­ 
crease in state taxes of $100 mil­ 
lion for the next (1963-65 bien­ 
nium) two-year period.” 
The biggest restoration is $4.4 
million for state universities. 
Ohio State would get $2,344,621 
more. Kent State $569,629, Miami 
$551,349, Ohio University $521,320, 
Bowling Green State $402,950 and 
Central State College $164,979. 
A $2 million reduction in health 
care for the a°ed was reinstated, 
as was $200,000 to begin a pro­ 
gram of retaining those who lose 
their jobs because of technological 
changes. 
Civil defense, whitfi had seen 
Its entire $542,540 appropriation 
chopped away, got hack $200,000. 
But $150,000 cut away from a pro- 
IMisal for a safety education and 
research center at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity was not restored. 
Some $100,000 w'as provided to 
get a scholarship loan program < 
under way, and $30,000 for a com­ 
mission to administer it. O h i o 
State University Hospital got back ; 
$200,000 — half the amount cut I 
from its appropriation. 
The vote on the conference com­ 
mittee report was strictly along 
party lines with one exception. 
Rep. James J. Mc Gettrick, D- 
Cuyahoga, voted for the report. 
He was the only member of the 
Democratic minority to vote to ac­ 
cept it. 
The two Democrats on the con­ 
ference committee declined to sign 
the committee’s report. 
Although final approval of the 
budget hill takes some pressure 
off lawmakers, legislative leaders 
are doubtful that the backlog of 
important pending bills can be 
handled by the end of this week.

YUCCA FLATS. Nev. (A P) — 
Despite the 32-month ban on nu­ 
clear tests, the Atomic Energy 
Commission is busy building a 
sprawling 
complex 
of 
under­ 
ground tunnels at its Nevada test 
site. 
The A EC simply says it is pre­ 
paring for the day if and when 
disarmament talks end—in dis­ 
cord. But some experts say the 
subterranean labryinth 65 miles 
northwest of Las Vegas someday 
may be the site for testing of an 
ultimate 
weapon: 
the 
neutron 
bomb. 
The neutron device, years away 
from the testing stage, is envi­ 
sioned as a weapon which would 
destroy people but spare prop­ 
erty. 
Scientists 
theorize 
that 
the 
bomb, triggered above ground by 
a small blast, could loose a dead­ 
ly rain of radioactivity, penetrat­ 
ing several feet of earth or con­ 
crete to kill or maim. But it 
would leave factories and homes 
virtually unscathed—apparently a 
desirable goal for any theoretical 
victor in a thermonuclear war. 
The AEC refuses to comment 
about the neutron bomb, but there 
is speculation that research on the 
project is going on at the com­ 
mission’s radiation laboratory at 
Livermore, Calif., birthplace of 
the hydrogen bomb. 
The federal agency says the 
tunnels are being constructed for 
any use deemed necessary if and 
when the administration decides 
to resume nuclear testing. 
Some U.S. experts contend the 
Soviet Union 
is exploiting dis­ 
armament talks and the test ban 
to speed development of a neu­ 
tron bomb, and may have con­ 
ducted secret underground tests 
of other nuclear weapons. 
They claim such tests could go 
undetected if held in a large un­ 
derground cavity, such as a deep 
salt 
cavern, where the atmos­ 
phere 
or 
surrounding 
earth 
would 
muffle 
or 
dampen 
the 
blast, reducing its seismic effect. 
There has been some unofficial 
speculation that the underground 
tunnels in Nevada could De an 
ideal site for similar tests. 
Recently, aviation-space editor 
Marvin Miles and photographer 
Larry Sharkey of the Los Angeles 
Times toured the bleak test area 
—48 miles long and 28 miles wide 
—under AEC supervision. 
Describing the tunnels, where 
miners are excavating 24 hours 
a day, Miles reported: “ At the 
end of one shaft, a low firing 
chamber — 70 inches 
high, 
76 
inches wide and 65 feet long—ex­ 
tended off a 14-foot high tunnel, 
and at its far end were three red- 
painted WPGZ (Working I* o i n t 
Ground zero) markings to s h o w 
the exact positioning of a nuclear 
testing device.

In Baghdad. P r e rn i e r Ab 
del Karim Kassem of Iraq says 
he believes practically all Arab 
people—except 
the 
sheiks—sup­ 
port his claim to the newly in­ 
dependent sheikdom of Kuwait. 
But he pledged once more not 
to use 
force to 
get Iraq’s tiny 
oil-rich neighbor. 
Kassem gave his views Thurs 
day in his first 
interview with 
Western newsmen since annotine 
ing last Sunday that he regards 
Kuwait 
as

Iraq. He appeared in excellent 
spirits. 
“ We will never use any means 
but peaceful means,” 
he 
said. 
“ We will never resort to aggres 
sion.”

when brutal means are used to 
defeat the well being of man.” 
Though Kassem told newsmen 
he was sure Iraq would get Ku 
wait without going to war, he 
d:dn’t say how. He hedged on the 
question of a plebiscite among 
Kuwait’s 320,000 inhabitants. 
“ There is a sort of zigzagging 
on this particular question,” the 
premier said. “ Would you like us 
to go to Aberdeen or Liverpool 
and ask if the people there wanted 
a plebiscite?” 
Kassem said that except for a 
number of sheiks he denounced 
as corrupt playboys, “ practically 
all the Arab peoples” support his 
claim. 
He specifically excluded Saudi 
Arabian sheiks from his denuncia 
tion, although King Saud is the 
staunchest Arab backer of Ku 
wait’s independence and has sent 
troops to the threatened .sheik­ 
dom.

This was reported Thursday by 
a congressional committee inves­ 
tigating ways to reduce nonessen­ 
tial federal spending. 
The government branch having 
the most civilian employes in Ohio 
is the Post Office with 30.542. 
Most of the 25,116 civilians work­ 
ing for the Air Force in the state 
are at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base in Greene County. The coun- 
t> has 18,079, and adjacent Mont­ 
gomery County (Dayton) has 5,- 
176. 
Greene County, incidentally, has 
more civilian government workers 
than any other county in the state. 
Behind the Air Force, the third 
largest government employer on a 
statewide basis is the army with 
11,546, nearly half of them 
in 
Franklin County (Columbus). 
The 
Veterans 
Administration 
employs 6.785 Ohioans, the vast 
majority in Cuyahoga, Hamilton. 
Montgomery and Ross counties. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration employs 2,- 
743 Ohioans, and all work in Cuya­ 
hoga County except 193 in Erie 
County. 
After Greene County, Cuyahoga 
has the largest number of civilian 
government workers with 17.336.

After many y ears spent interpreting'

anthro pilo gist 
Margaret Mead recently started weigh­ 
ing 
Americans 
o n 
her 
anthro po lo gical 


s c a l e s , ae r repo rts o n A rn e r i ca n 
mo res and f o l k way s make interesting 
reading and po ssibly ev en pro v ide a few 
insights into o ur so mewhat inco nsistent 
American culture. 


Anthro po lo gist Mead apparently is co n­ 
v inced she can o ffer at least o ne pro fo und 
o bserv atio n, because she has be c o rn e a 
J o hnny -o ne-no te o n the theme that sex is 
d a n g e r o u s . Specifically , she warns 
that an o v eremphasis o n sex in the culture 
perments the thinking o f y o u n g s t e r s 
hampers intellectual d ev elo p m en t an d 
leads to early marriage. 
This is a state o f “ half - baked adultho o d 
which she v iews as “ sacrificing o ur girls 
and bo y s o n the altar o f the future which 
they are no t being giv en time to build.” 
It is do ubtful that Miss Mead’s crusade 


will hav e much effect o n increasing the 
m arriage age o r lo wering the prio rity o f 
lo v e and bo o sting the prio rity o f intellect­ 
ual achiev em ent. In additio n to being ro o t* 
in a so mewhat basic human driv e, ro ­ 
mantic lo v e is big business. 
A mainstay o f the reco rding, mo v ing pic­ 
ture and telev isio n industries, the attract­ 
io n o f the sex es fo r each o ther also is cap­ 
italized upo n by the g a r m e n t industry 
and c o u n t l e s s o ther businesses. Suc­ 
cess fo r M ISS Mead wo uld thro w the who le 
eco no my o ut o f kilter. 
So me educato rs o ppo se co ed high scho o ls 
fo r reaso ns similar to Miss Mead’s and 
many reco gnize early m arriage as a threat 
to h i g h e r educatio n o f the academ ically 
talented. Few, ho wev er, see much po ssi­ 
bility o f increasing the av erage age at 
marriage. 
Miss Mead’s adv ice may be so und, an­ 
thro po lo gically speaking, but fo llo wing it 
raises fo rmidable o bstacles, bio lo gically 
speaking.

Disengagement Is Perilous Word 
By George Sokolsky 


Amo ng the perilo us wo rds that 
hav e co me into o ur v o cabulary in 
these "Co ld War" day s is disen­ 
gagement. Tho se who believ e in 
whatev er they believ e disengage­ 
ment to mean generally ho ld that 
p e a c e may be achiev ed by giv ­ 
ing up. by co wardice, by an av o id­ 
ance o f respo nsibility by inactio n. 
The intellectuals and scientists 
are amo ng the principal adv o cates 
o f disengagement. It is to them 
that Secretary o f Labo r Arthur 
J Go ldberg addressed himself as 
fo llo ws; 
"I suggest 
to the 
intellectual 
seeking peace thro ugh disengage­ 
ment that he po nder an activ ist 
path to ward peace which we can 
all share. This path leads to ward 
the co mpletio n o f o ur o wn Rev o lu­ 
tio n in o t h e r free .so cieties, and 
the making o f a wo rld o rder in 
which a balance o f terro r wo rld 
lo se its po wer. I wo uld suggest to 
him the histo rical reminder that 
peace can o nly be attained in free­ 
do m, and that t is peace in free­ 
do m, and that it is peace in free- 
wo rk to attan." 
The term, rev o lutio n, as it is here 
used refers to the President's apt 
phrase: 
"This natio n was bo rn o f rev o lu­ 
tio n and raised in freedo m. And 
we do no t intend to leav e an o pen 
ro ad to despo tism.” 
The principal characteristic o f 
the American 
Rev o lutio n which 
to o k abo ut two centuries to estab­ 
lish itself was acceptance no t o nlv 
o f the co ncept o f the freedo m o f 
the indiv idual but also an accept­ 
ance o f his dignity as an independ­ 
ent be i n g. It is this sense o f in­ 
div idual dignity that made the Am­ 
erican the citizen mo re impo rtant 
than the go v ernment; it made fo r 
an acceptance o f N a t u r a I Law 
as the guiding beaco n o f his ex ­ 
istence. In a wo rd, we hav e as­ 
sumed that witho ut mo rality there 
can bt- no strength; witho u tjust­ 
ice bt ere can be no purpo se in 
wo rk o r ev en in co ntinued ex ist­ 
ence. 
Secretary o f Labo r Go ldberg dar­ 
es to raise these mo ral issues in an 
address, in which he said: 
" e kno w to o well fro m the les* 
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so ns o f histo ry that ty ranny o ften 
seeks to disguise itself by the as­ 
sertio n o f humane go als. Fo r us, 
m e a n s as well as ends are im­ 
po rtant. And fo r us, while we rec­ 
o gnize any natio n’s right to achiev e 
a fashio n o f eco no mic sy stem o f its 
o wn making, we do no t co ncede 
Hie right in mo ral terms to fash­ 
io n a p o l i t i c a l sy stem which 
denies liber y , human dignity and 
the rights o f man.” 
In a wo rd, he denies the right o f 
Co mmunism to enslav e the mind 
and the perso nality o f man. That 
is the essential attitude o f the 
American peo ple, but it beco mes 
do ubly significant when it co mes 
fro m o ne who se life has been in as­ 
so ciatio n with o rganized labo r in 
this c o u nt r y . And the fact is 
that, o n tile who le, o rganized labo r 
has been mo re co nsistently anti­ 
co mmunist than many o f o ur big 
businessmen who in their anx iety 
fo r a co ntract fo rget their princip­ 
les o f life. Ev en at this in o m e n t, 
so me o f them are pressing fo r a 
reco gnitio n o f Red China because 
they believ e that there is a do llar 
to be made in that. It was the labo r 
gro up rather than the businessmen 
who gav e Khrushchev a bad time 
when he came to this co untry and 
was wined and dined by tho se who 
ho ped fo r a co ntract. 
This we need to remember and 


understand because what faces us 
in the future is war and in time o f 
war, w h e t h e r it be a sho o ting 
war o r what these day s is called 
a co ld war. which o nly means a 
war by different 
metho ds, tho se 
who are no t fo r us are against us. 
And thai applies to 
internal 
as 
well as ex ternal enemies. 
The internal enemy is particular­ 
ly dangero us because he is no t 
readily reco gnizable and because 
to suppress him rn i g ii i mean the 
suppressio n o f freedo m which we 
do no t want. Fo r many y ears, the 
Co mmunists hav e benefitted by 
this altitude o f the American peo ­ 
ple. The r e c e nt Frankfurter De­ 
cisio n in the Supreme Co urt w i l l 
pro bably clip their wings here fo r­ 
ev er. but it has taken many y ears 
fo r this co untry to realize ho w dan­ 
gero us the internal enemy can be. 
When Hitler emplo y ed the Fifth 
Co lumn we reco gnized it, but ev en 
to day t h e r e are tho se iii this 
co untry who still regard the Co m­ 
munist Party as just ano ther po lit­ 
ical party .

Insights into American Culture

After many years spent interpreting* 
semi - primitive 
cultures 
anthropilogist 
Margaret Mead recently started weigh­ 
ing 
Americans on 
her 
anthropological 
s c a l e s . Her reports on A rn e r i ca n 
mores and f o l k ways make interesting 
reading and possibly even provide a few 
insights into our somewhat inconsistent 
American culture. 
Anthropologist Mead apparently is con­ 
vinced she can offer at least one profound 
observation, because she has be c o rn e a 
Johnny-one-note on the theme that sex is 
d a n g e r o u s . Specifically, she warns 
that an overemphasis on sex in the culture 
perments the thinking of y o u n g s t e r s 
hampers intellectual develoopment a n d 
leads to early marriage. 
This is a state of “half - baked adulthood 
which she views as “ sacrificing our girls 
and boys on the altar of the future which 
they are not being given time to build.” 
It is doubtful that Miss Mead’s crusade 


will have much effect on increasing the 
m arriage age or lowering the priority of 


Ia v o 
id boosting til* 
ual achievement. In addition to being root­ 
ed in a somewhat basic human drive, ro­ 
mantic love is big business. 
A mainstay of the recording, moving pic­ 
ture and television industries, the attract­ 
ion of the sexes for each other also is cap­ 
italized upon by the g a r m e n t industry 
and c o u n t l e s s other businesses. Suc­ 
cess for Miss Mead would throw the whole 
economy out of kilter. 
Some educators oppose coed high schools 
for reasons similar to Miss Mead’s and 
many recognize early m arriage as a threat 
to h i g h e r education of the academically 
talented. Few, however, see much possi­ 
bility of increasing the average age at 
marriage. 
Miss Mead’s advice may be sound, an­ 
thropologically speaking, but following it 
raises formidable obstacles, biologically 
speaking.

Disengagement Is Perilous Word 
By George Sokolsky 


Among the perilous words that 
have come into our vocabulary in 
these “ Cold W ar” days is disen­ 
gagem ent. Those who believe in 
w hatever they believe disengage­ 
m ent to m ean generally hold that 
p e a c e may be achieved by giv­ 
ing up. by cowardice, by an avoid­ 
ance of responsibility by inaction. 
The intellectuals and scientists 
are among the principal advocates 
of disengagem ent. It is to them 
that Secretary of Labor A rthur 
J 
Goldberg addressed him self as 
follows: 
“ I suggest 
to 
the 
intellectual 
seeking peace through disengage­ 
m ent that he ponder an 
activist 
path tow ard peace which we can 
all share. This path leads toward 
the completion of our own Revolu­ 
tion in o t h e r free .societies, and 
the m aking of a world order in 
which a balance of terror would 
lose its power. I would suggest to 
him the historical rem inder that 
peace can only be attained in free­ 
dom, and that t is peace 
rn free­ 
dom , and that it is 
peace in free- 
work to at tan .” 
The term , revolution, as it is here 
used refers to the President’s apt 
phrase: 
“ This nation was bom of revolu­ 
tion and raised in freedom. And 
we do not intend to leave an open 
road to despotism .” 
The principal characteristic of 
the Am erican 
Revolution 
which 
took about two centuries to estab­ 
lish itself was acceptance not only 
of the concept of the freedom of 
the individual but also an accept­ 
ance of his dignity as an independ­ 
ent be i n g. It is this sense of in­ 
dividual dignity that made the Am­ 
erican the citizen more im portant 
than the governm ent; it m ade for 
an acceptance of N a t ti r a I I.aw 
as the guiding beacon of his ex­ 
istence. In a word, we have as­ 
sumed that without morality there 
can be no strength; withou tju st­ 
ice blere can be no purpose 
in 
wurk or even in continued exist­ 
ence. 
Secretary of Labor Goldberg d a r­ 
es to raise these moral issues in an 
address, in which he said: 
“ We know too well from the lea- 


sons of history that tyranny often 
seeks to disguise itself by the as­ 
sertion of hum ane goals. For us, 
m e a n s as well as ends are im ­ 
portant. And for us, while we rec­ 
ognize any nation’s right to achieve 
a fashion of economic system of its 
own making, we do not concede 
the right in moral term s to fash­ 
ion a p o l i t i c a l system which 
denies liber,y, hum an dignity and 
the rights of m an.” 
In a word, he denies the right of 
Communism to enslave the mind 
and the personality of man. That 
is the essential attitude of the 
American people, but it becomes 
doubly significant when it comes 
from one whose life has been in as­ 
sociation with organized labor in 
this c o u n t r y . And the fact is 
that, on tile whole, organized labor 
has been more consistently anti­ 
com m unist than m any of our big 
businessmen who in their anxiety 
for a contract forget their princip­ 
les of life. Even at this m o m e n t , 
some of them are pressing for a 
recognition of Red China because 
they believe that there is a dollar 
to be made in that. It was the labor 
group rather than the businessmen 
who gave Khrushchev a bad tim e 
when he cam e to this country and 
was wined and dined by those who 
hoped for a contract. 
This we need to rem em ber and 


understand because what laces us 
in the future is w ar and in tim e of 
w ar, w h e t h e r it be a shooting 
w ar or what these days is called 
a cold war, which only m eans a 
w ar by different 
m ethods, 
those 
who are not for us are against us. 
And that applies to 
internal 
as 
well as external enem ies. 
The internal enemy is p articular­ 
ly dangerous because he is not 
readily recognizable and because 
to suppress him rn i g Ii t m ean the 
suppression of freedom which we 
do not want. For many years, the 
Com munists have benefitted 
by 
this attitude of the Am erican peo­ 
ple. The r e c e n t F rankfurter De­ 
cision in the Supreme Court w i l l 
probably clip their wings here for­ 
ever. but it has taken many years 
for this country to realize how dan­ 
gerous the internal enem y can be. 
When H itler employed the Fifth 
Column we recognized it. but even 
today t h e r e are those in this 
country who still regard the Com­ 
m unist P arty as just another polit­ 
ical party. 
The Secretary of Labor in his 
address before the Hebrew Union 
College — Jewish Institute of Re­ 
ligion in Cincinnati gave American 
labor a new type of leadership 
which thus far has been extraor­ 
dinarily constructive.

FAMOUS A POSTLES

ANDREW, a fu tu re disciple 
of Christ, comes first into tbs 
Biblical scene in the episode 
described in John 1:35-44. Christ 
has not y et beg u n His m inistry , 
bu t John, the Baptist, has been 
ou t preaching for some time, 
preparing the way for his Mas­ 
ter. 
As he stands talking with 
two of his disciples one day , 
Jesu s passes by and John points 
Him ou t as the “Lamb of God,” 
Im m ediately John’s disciples 
follow Jesu s and when He ad­ 
dresses 
them , 
they 
indicate 
their desire to learn from Him 
by calling Him "Teacher” (Rab­ 
bi) and asking where He liv es. 
They do not really care where 
H e is liv ing then, in His w an­ 
dering s, bu t rather su g g est that 
they wou ld like u ninterru pted 
conv ersation w ith Him. 
Christ's answer, "Come and 
•ce,” indicates His immediate 


recog nises In Simon a m an 
whose motiv es are g ood bu t 
whose streng th Is sapped by in­ 
decision—as is the case w ith 
m any of u s. 
W ith a sing le word He In­ 
spires Simon with faith in Him 
and in himself, by crediting him 
with th# v irtu e’he has not y et 
dev eloped: "Thou shalt be call­ 
ed Cephas (P eter), which is by 
interpretation, "a rock.” Simon 
is speechless w ith am azem ent, 
Th* nex t episode chronolog ic­ 
ally —the calling of Andrew- and 
Simon P eter by Christ to be 
His disciples (M atthew 4:18 -20) 
—show's another attribu te of 
A ndrew s character—his g reat 
dev otion to Christ and willing ­ 
ness to serv e Him. "Straitw-ay ** 
he and Simon P eter left their 
nets and followed Him, realiz­ 
ing the ov erwhelming im port­ 
ance of His work, 
(It is interesting to note th a t 
of C hrist’s 12 disciples, fou r

An­ 
drew seems to hav e been a born 
missionary : before he himself 
listens to Christ, "He first ftnd- 
eth his own brother Simon,” 
tells him th a t the Messiah has 
been fou nd, and takes him back 
With him to Jesu s. 
Thu s we see th a t Andrew is 
as v itally concerned for the wel­ 
fare of others (here, his broth­ 
er) as for himself; th a t he does 
not m erely talk abou t Christ, 
bu t activ ely bring s Simon di­ 
rectly to the Sou rce of tru th: 
th at he sta rts his missionary 
w ork close to home, among 
those he knows best: and that 
he beg ins it immediately . 
His m issionary efforts are 
crowned with immediate su c­ 
cess, as G. Campbell Morg an 
(in “Peiou bet’s Select N otes” ) 
su g g ests, w ith C hrist’s g reeting 
of Simon.

When certain Greeks w-ant to

Philip, 
howev er, "cometh and telleth 
Andrew,” persu ading the latter 
to g o with him to see Christ 
abou t the m atter. Andrew, ag ain 
the g o-between, wou ld seem to 
possess g reat ta c t and inspire 
mu ch confidence.

WHAT THE GOSPELS SAY ABOUT ONE OF THE LESS 
FAMOUS APOSTLES 


Scripture—Matthew 
18-20; Mark S:lk-10; John 
6:8-$; 
12:20-22. 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
ANDREW, a future disciple 
of Christ, comes first into the 
Biblical scene in the episode 
described in John 1:35-44. Christ 
has not yet begun His ministry, 
but John, the Baptist, has been 
out preaching for some time, 
preparing the way for his Mas­ 
ter. 
As he stands talking with 
two of his disciples one day, 
Jesus passes by and John points 
Him out as the “Lamb of God.” 
Immediately John’s disciples 
follow Jesus and when He ad­ 
dresses 
them, 
they 
indicate 
their desire to learn from Him 
by calling Him “Teacher” (Rab­ 
bi) and asking where He lives. 
They do not really care where 
He is living then, in His wan­ 
derings, but rather suggest that 
they would like uninterrupted 
conversation with Him. 
Christ's answer, “Come and 
see,” indicates His immediate 


recognises In Simon a man 
whose motives are good but 
whose strength is sapped by in­ 
decision—as is the case with 
many of us. 
With a single word He in­ 
spires Simon with faith in Him 
and in himself, by crediting him 
with the virtue'he has not yet 
developed: “Thou shalt be call­ 
ed Cephas (Peter), which is by 
interpretation, “a rock.” Simon 
is speechless with amazement. 
The next episode chronologic­ 
ally—the calling of Andrew and 
Simon Peter by Christ to be 
His disciples (Matthew 4:18-20) 
—shows another attribute of 
Andrew’s character—his great 
devotion to Christ and willing­ 
ness to serve Him. “Straitway’* 
he and Simon Peter left their 
nets and followed Him, realiz­ 
ing the overwhelming import­ 
ance of His work. 
(It is interesting to note that 
of Christ’s 12 disciples, four

acceptance of the suggestion. 
One of these two disciples of 
John was Andrew, a fisherman 
from the city of Bethsaida. An­ 
drew seems to have been a born 
missionary; before he himself 
listens to Christ, “He first find- 
eth his own brother Simon,” 
tells him that the Messiah has 
been found, and takes him back 
With him to Jesus. 
Thus we see that Andrew is 
as vitally concerned for the wel­ 
fare of others (here, his broth­ 
er) as for himself; that he does 
not merely talk about Christ, 
but actively brings Simon di­ 
rectly to the Source of truth; 
that he starts his missionary 
work close to home, among 
those he knows best; and that 
he begins it immediately. 
His missionary efforts are 
crowned with immediate suc­ 
cess, as G. Campbell Morgan 
(in “Peloubet’s Select Notes” ) 
suggests, with Christ’s greeting 
of Simon. 
Apparently Christ 


were fishermen.) 
The two remaining episodes 
from John indicate yet another 
characteristic of John—a cer­ 
tain approachable quality which 
led others to come to him and 
confide in him. In a way he 
acted as an intermediary be­ 
tween Jesus and the people. 
When Christ is discussing 
with Philip the problem of feed­ 
ing His five thousand follow­ 
ers, Andrew interrupts to tell 
him that a boy among them has 
five loaves and two fishes—in­ 
formation the boy must have 
volunteered to Andrew.—(John 
6:8-9.) 
When certain Greeks want to 
meet Christ (John 12:20-22), 
they come first to Philip. Philip, 
however, "cometh and telleth 
Andrew,” persuading the latter 
to go with him to see Christ 
about the matter. Andrew, again 
the go-between, would seem to 
possess great tact and inspire 
much confidence.

At-Large Congressmen 
M a y Be Answer to 
New Representation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — House 
leaders have quietly but firmly 
rejected all proposals to increase 
the size of the House in order 
to prevent some states from los­ 
ing seats because of population 
declines. 
The effect of the decision may 
be that the House elected in 1962 
may contain dozens of m embers 
chosen in statewide rather than 
district voting. 
Of the 25 states whose congres­ 
sional delegations will increase or 
decrease in the next House if the 
size of that body is not enlarged, 
only 13 have enacted redistricting 
laws. In two of those 13 states 
the legislative action has not be­ 
come final. 
The 
others 
presumably 
are 
waiting to s ir what Congress will 
do. or have encountered political 
obstacles in their redistricting ef­ 
forts 
Among them are M assa­ 
chusetts, Pennsylvania and Illi­ 
nois. with a total of 63 seats in 
the new Congress if the size of 
the House is not changed. 
All 
m ay be elected in statewide con­ 
tests. 
Several 
plans 
to 
save 
some 
states 
from 
losing 
seats 
have 
been proposed in the House, but 
the current outlook is that none 
of them will get anywhere. 
One proposal, by Rep. Frank 
Chelf, D-Ky., would increase the 
size of the House starting in 1963 
from the presently fixed 437 to 
469. That would not protect all 
losing states but would save many 
of them. To prevent any state 
from losing seats, and at the same 
time keep the size of congression­ 
al 
districts 
relatively 
uniform, 
would 
require 
an 
increase 
to 
m ore than 500 members. 
House 
leaders 
consider 
that 
num ber too unwieldy. 
Congressional 
leaders 
believe 
that once the state legislatures 
are convinced that there will be 
no action by Congress, they will 
move 
swiftly 
with 
redistricting 
legislation rather than take po­ 
litical risks which normally ac­ 
company 
state-at-large 
congres­ 
sional elections. 
In states losing seats, all m em ­ 
bers 
must run 
at-large 
unless 
their legislatures enact redistrict­ 
ing laws. In those gaining seats, 
only the added seats would be 
contested on an at-large basis in 
the absence of redistricting.

Adolf Eichmann begged Israel to­ 
day to understand that his role 
in the Nazi extermination of the 
Jews was thrust upon him against

will 
just 
as 
“ millions 
of 
others” had to follow the dicta­ 
torship of Adolf Hitler. 


Before the start of the prosecu­ 
tion’s cross-examination, the for­ 
mer Gestapo officer told the spe­ 
cial Israeli tribunal: “ I had no 
luck.” 
Eichmann said society is bound 
together in a system whereby a 
state exists on orders and obedi­ 
ence and could never survive on 
“spies and traitors alone.” 
“ He who has a good sovereign 
to lead him is lucky,” said Eich­ 
mann. “ I had no luck. The head 
of my state ordered these depor­ 
tations (of the Jews to the death 
camps) and my task was to car­ 
ry 
out these 
orders 
from 
the 
top.” 
The man charged with major 
responsibility for the death of six 
million 
Jews 
refused 
to 
plead 
guilty “ legally” hut he said from 
an 
“ ethical” 
viewpoint he cer 
tainly was guilty. 
“The 
(legal) 
guilt 
is 
to 
he 
borne by those responsible for the 
political decision to order depor­ 
tations,” 
Eichmann 
said. 
But 
“ ethically, 
in 
one’s 
atitude to­ 
ward oneself, the sense of guilt 
applies 
to 
concepts 
above 
the 
law. Here I condemn myself and 
continue to examine myself. I try 
to argue with myself. In conclu 
sion, I beg to say here I have 
regrets and condemnation about 
this extermination of the Jewish 
people, ordered by the German 
rulers. 


“ I was a tool in the hands of 
the strong and powerful and in 
the hands of fate itself, which 
knows no mercy,” he said. 
The court, the prosecution and 
the audience were held almost 
spellbound as Eichmann gave the 
carefully 
enumerated 
description 
of his “ true feelings.” 
He said under the system he 
joined in 1932 as 
a 
Nazi street 
fighter rising through the ranks 
to high office in the SS, he had 
to obey or die. 
Generals might feign sickness 
or get transferred to other jobs, 
he continued, but lieutenant col 
onels like himself could only kid 
themselves to escape orders. He 
tried to divorce himsef from the 
job of transporting the Jews to 
destruction, 
hut 
he 
never suc­ 
ceeded, he insisted. 
While Eichmann had repeated­ 
ly pleaded “ superior orders,” it 
was the first time he had laced 
into the Nazi regime. But he nev­ 
er once used the word “ Nazi” nor 
did he call Hitler by name. 
At early afternoon, the trial ad­ 
journed until 8:30 a.m. Monday 
Atty.
